For the first of a seies of six Christ- 
mas lectures, ‘adapted to a juvenile 
auditory," delivered at the Royal [n- 
stitution, _Mr. Frank Balfour Browne, 
lecturer in Zoolagy (entomology),- Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, took for his sub. 
ject ‘The Habits of Insects.” In hig 
introductory lecture, Afr. Browne dealt 
with insect collecting and what it lends 
to, With many people, he sdid,: insect 
collecting is merely an incident, like the} 
measles. One catches the complaint from 
someone, and usually recovers. Such 
people could look back upon the timo 
when they shamelessly ran about with & 
butterfly net—a period in their life which 
they afterwards regretted. The: broken 
and mouldy things of their collection 
were to be found from to time amongst 
the rubbish of the hotisc, to remind.them 
of .their transient weakness. But some 
never recovered from this complaint, and 
it was with the hops that many of those 
present might catch it that he. wished 
to talk to them upon particular. lines of 
work. Different collectors started, ‘said 


he believed’ that the majority started 
from a desire to-accumulate and possess 
something oftheir own: and like stamp 
collecting. insects were easy to “get. 


‘CRANK’? COLLECTORS. 


Referring to what he termed ‘crank™ 
collectors, one of whose whims was ‘never 
to put into their collection anything, they 
had not caught themselves, Mr, Browne 
told a story of his discovery of a parti- 
culir water-beetle, which two collectors 
said had not been seen for 60:or 70 
Land they wanted to know where he 
it. He pointed to two specimens in his 
aquarium. and offered them to his visi- 
tors; but ‘they preferred to look for them 
They returned, 
however, without success and eventually 
took out the specimens’ from the aqny- 
rium. Later, Bowerer. when they were, 
searching another pond, they took the 
tubes containing thy beetles and emptied 
them in the water, in order that’ they 
might immediately capture them in 
their net, and be able to say that they 
cstught’ thesspecimess themselves. 


One of the lines which all collectors |, 
toow up as soon as they started collecting | 


was naming their specimens. Same never 
troubled to do this and seot them to’an 
authority to he named. ° Oay éollector in 
the Souch of Scotland, who sent ‘his 
specimens. to Dr. Sharpe to be named.
